Two biplanes, one DC-3 transport and 20 twin-engine aircraft 
of an undetermined type were observed at the BAD VOESLAU (C 
48/X 36) airfield* A -mobile radio station with two masts and

Twenty Pe-2s, twelve of them without gun positions and eight 
with them, were parked at the BAD VOESLAU airfield.

a. The field has been assumed to be occupied by an air recon- 
naissance regiment equipped with Pe-2s and Yak-3s . Since no" 
aircraft were observed at the field between mid-July and 
early August 1949, the regiment was assumed to be transferred.

Pa -2s . ft is notable that no fighters were observed, There- 
fore, it cannot be stated whether the regiment mow stationed 
the field is the s©me as the air reconnaissance regiment 
located there up to July 1949.
